To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Swanage  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Swanage  Urban  District  for  the  year  1962. 

The  report  is  set  out  in  sections  in  the  following  order: - 
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A  continuing  feature  of  recent  years  has  been  the  absence  of  cases 
of  serious  infectious  disease. 


During  the  year  the  number  of  deaths  registered  exceeded  the  number 
of  births  by  26,  which  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  high  percentage  of  old 
persons  in  the  population. 

The  area  comparability  factors  for  birth  and  death  rates  given  in  the 
report  make  allowance  for  the  variations  in  sex  and  age  groups,  and  in  the 
case  of  death  rate  takes  account  of  residential  institutions  in  the  area. 
They  are  used  to  multiply  the  respective  crude  birth  and  death  rates  of  the 
area  so  as  to  make  them  comparable  with  the  rate  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 
Undue  importance  should  not  be  attached  to  the  rates  in  the  report  which 
are  based  on  very  small  numbers. 

Once  again  I  wish  to  record  ny  appreciation  of  your  courtesy  and 
consideration  during  the  year-,  and  to  thank  the  other  Officials  of  the 
Council  for  their  help  and  co-operation,  especially  your  Public  Health 
Inspector,  Mr.  Greenwood,  who  has  helped  to  prepare  this  report.

RATER  SUPPLY 

The  Poole  and  East  Dorset  Water  Board  which  came  into  Being  on 
1st.  April,  I960,  control  the  public  piped  water  supply  in  the  district. 

The  water  supply  has  been  adequate  and  maintained  at  a  highly 
satisfactory  standard  of  purity. 

Particulars  supplied  by  the  Poole  and  East  Dorset  Water  Board. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Board’s  Engineer  and  Manager  for  the  following 
information  with  regard  to  the  water  supply  - 

The  Board's  southern  district  comprises  the  Urban  District  of  Swanage, 
the  Borough  of  Wareham  and  the  Rural  District  of  Wareham  and  Purbeck. 

The  water  supplied  derives  from  wells  and  boreholes  at  Bri ant spuddle, 
Worgret,  Bloxworth,  Corfe  Castle,  Ulwell  and  Church  Knowle. 

T/ater  for  Swanage  Urban  District  is  supplied  from  the  Corfe  Castle 
and  Ulwell  sources.

Chemical-  Analyses 

Frequent  checks  of  chlorine  residual  are  made  in  the  control  of 
treatment  plants  and  in  samples  taken  from  mains  and  consumers'  taps 
throughout  the  area  of  supply.  Chemical  analyses  of  the  raw  water 
from  each  source  was  carried  out. 


Action  taken,  in  Connection  with  Contamination, 

Corfe  Castle 

Following  periods  of  heavy  rain  the  quality  of  the  raw  water 
deteriorates  rapidly  and  if  this  occurrs  when  the  demand  is  high,  as  in  the 
late  summer  and  autumn  of  19&2,  coliform  counts  are  found  in  samples  of  the 
distributed  water.  To  counter  the  pollution  that  occurred,  the  chlorine 
dose  was  increased  and  its  point  of  application  altered  with  good  results. 
An  unpleasant  taste  was  found  to  be  due  to  organic  matter  in  the  water  and 
when  prechlorination  -was  discontinued  a  marked  improvement  in  taste 
was  noted.

Sewerage  and  Drainage 

With  the  exception  of  the  Durlston  area  the  sewage  from  Swanage  is 
discharged  untreated  into  the  sea  off  Peveril  Point.  The  outfall  sewer  for 
the  Durlston  area  discharges  untreated  sewage  into  deep  water  at  Durlston  Bay. 
No  evidence  of  any  nuisance  has  been  observed  or  reported  within  the  district 
or  neighbouring  districts  as  a  result  of  these  methods.  The  temporary  out¬ 
fall  sewer  in  Durlston  Bay  has  functioned  satisfactorily  and  given  no  rise  to 
complaints  during  the  year.  In  the  meantime  a  scheme  is  being  considered  by 
the  Council  for  the  pumping  of  the  s ewage  from  this  area  into  the  town  main 
sewerage  system  and  abolishing  the  outfall  sewer  in  Durlston  Bay. 

Surface  water  is  drained  mainly  into  the  Swanage  and  Ulwell  streams  or 
directly  on  to  the  foreshore.  In  some  areas,  however,  surface  water  is 
discharged  into  the  sewers.  This  latter  method  is  discouraged  so  as  to 
relieve  pressure  in  the  soil  sewers. 

No  flooding  was  experienced  during  1962.

Disinfection 

There  is  no  steam  disinfection  in  Swanage,  but  where  this  type  of 
disinfection  is  considered  necessary  articles  of  clothing  and  bedding  are 
taken  to  the  Alderney  Hospital,  Poole,  to  undergo  high  pressure  steam  dis 
infection.  Spray  and  fumigant  disinfection  is  *carried  out  by  the 
Council's  staff. 
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Verminous  Premises 


There  was  one  case  of  serious  infestation  of  premises  during  the 
year  and  Council  employees  carried  out  the  work  of  disinfestation. 

Refuse  Collection 

A  weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  made  throughout  the  town.  An 
additional  collection  is  made  during  the  summer  from  the  larger  hotels, 
cafes  and  restaurants.  This  collection  is  not  chargeable  and  is  in 
addition  to  any  collection  made  by  agreement  with  occupiers. 

Refuse  Disposal 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  controlled  tipping  in 
disused  quarry  workings.  This  is  a  relatively  cheap  and  satisfactory 
method  of  disposal.  It  is,  however,  essential  that  precautions  be 
taken  to  prevent  the  tip  from  catching  fire,  otherwise  a  serious  nuisance 
will  arise. 


It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  action  for  the  abatement  of  smoke 
nuisance  in  the  area  during  the  year. 


Improvement  work  has  continued  on  all  caravan  sites  during  the  year 
so  that  they  will  conform  with  the  requirements  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and 
Control  of  Development  Act,  i960. 


There  are  8  licenced  sites  in  the  district  capable  of  accommodating 
719  caravans.  In  addition  the  Council's  Municipal  Caravan  Site  provides 
for  a  further  201  caravans.  The  conditions  of  all  sites  only  permits 
their  use  between  April  and  September;  there  are,  therefore,  no  caravans 
in  the  district  which  are  occupied  as  permanent  dwellings. 


Public  Conveniences 

There  are  three  public  conveniences  on  the  sea  front  all  of  which  are 
provided  with  washing  facilities  including  the  provision  of  hot  water. 

In  the  conveniences  where  there  are  no  permanent  attendants  hot  water  is 
provided  by  coin  meters.  It  is  regretted  that  in  these  conveniences 
certain  sections  of  the  public  abuse  the  amenities  provided  to  the  detriment 
of  the  majority. 

The  Council  has  provided  a  waiting  room  with  sanitary  accommodation  and 
washing  facilities  at  the  Victoria  Avenue  Car  Park. 
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BISECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  POOD 


Milk  Supply 

All  milk  sold  by  retail  in  the  district  is  either  pasteurised, 
tuberculin  tested  pasteurised  or  tuberculin  tested,  since  the  Swanage 
Urban  District  is  part  of  a  specified  area  under  Section  37  of  the  Pood 
and  Drugs  Act,  1  955. 

There  are  two  registered  dairies  and  two  registered  milk  distributors 
in  the  district. 


Milk 


A  total  of  23  samples  of  milk  was  taken  in  the  district  by  the  Pood 
and  Drug  Authority;  22  samples  passed  the  statutory  tests  and  1  sample 
of  raw  T.T.  milk  failed. 


Ice— Cream 

The  majority  of  ice-cream  retailed  in  the  district  is  pre-packed. 
There  are  two  manufacturers  of  soft  ice-cream  in  the  town. 

Supervision  of  premises  was  maintained  during  the  year  and  1  7  samples 
were  submitted  for  the  methylene  blue  reductase  test  in  accordance  with 
the  Ice-Cream  (He at -treatment)  Regulations,  and  the  following  results

Pood  Premises 


Pood  premises  in  the  district  receive  close  supervision,  especially 
during  the  season  when  the  population  is  greatly  in  excess  of  the  normal. 
Under  these  conditions  establishments  find  it  increasingly  difficult  to 
maintain  a  high  standard  of  hygienic  practice  in  food  handling.  However, 
no  serious  breaches  of  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  were  discovered. 
Minor  contraventions  were  dealt  with  informally.

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HOUSING 


There  has  been  little  change  in  the  housing  position.  As  reported 
previously  there  are  few  houses  in  the  district  which  can  be  regarded  as  unfit 
according  to  the  standards  of  the  Housing  Act  1957,  which  are  deplorably  low. 
There  are,  however,  a  number  of  houses  which  lack  one  or  more  of  the  standard 
amenities,  i.e.  a  fixed  bath  or  shower  in  a  bathroom,  a  wash-hand  basin,  hot 
water  supply,  and  satisfactory  facilities  for  storing  food.  It  is  dis¬ 
appointing,  therefore,  to  find  that  so  little  use  is  made  of  the  provisions 
contained  in  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act  1  959,  for  the  improvement  of 
properties  by  the  provision  of  standard  amenities  with  the  assistance  of 
Grants  under  Section  4  of  the  Act.  The  applications  received  for  Standard 
Grant  were  mainly  from  owner  occupiers,  little  use  being  made  of  the  provisions 
in  the  Act  for  improving  tenanted  property. 

The  Housing  Act  19^1,  became  operative  in  November  1  961  .  Sections  12 
to  23  deals  with  houses  in  multiple  occupation.  The  Act  lays  down  no  definite 
standard  for  facilities  to  be  provided,  and  it  would  seem  desirable  that  the 
Council  should  adopt  as  a  guide  a  basic  reasonable  standard  which,  if  not 
complied  with,  it  then  might  be  considered  that  Section  15  of  the  Act  had 
been  contravened. 

Since  1957,  when  the  last  houses  were  built  by  the  Council  the  number  of 
applications  for  Council  accommodation  has  increased  by  42  to  a  total  of  149» 
During  the  year  there  were  42  new  applications  for  Council  dwellings.  Five 
applicants  were  re-housed  and  47  applications  were  withdrawn  for  various 
reasons . 


It  is  unfortunate  that  little  progress  has  been  made  in  acquiring  a  site 
for  the  construction  of  dwellings  with  welfare  facilities  for  old  people,  for 
which  an  appropriate  contribution  would  be  made  by  the  County  Council  under 
their  scheme  for  the  provision  of  welfare  housing  by  local  authorities. 

As  mentioned  in  previous  reports,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  need  exists 
in  the  district  for  accommodation  for  two  categories  of  persons  -  elderly 
persons  and  newly  married  couples. 

The  total  number  of  houses  built  in  the  district  during  the  year  were 
1 4  more  than  in  1 961  . 


Two  cases  of  overcrowding  were  reported  during  the  year  and  these  families 
have  since  been  re-housed.

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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


No  case  of  serious  infectious  disease  was  notified  in  the  district 
during  1  962. 

An  outbreak  of  mild  influenza  was  prevalent  during  the  end  of  1  961 
and  the  beginning  of  1962.  At  the  end  of  the  first  week  in  January, 
notification  was  received  from  the  local  office  of  the  Ministry  of 
Pensions  and  National  Insurance  that  the  national  insurance  certificates 
had  increased  by  300^4  and  that  this  was  mainly  due  to  influenza.  There 
were  no  deaths  due  to  influenza. 

The  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  was  the  lowest 
recorded  and  consisted  of  2  cases  of  whooping  cough,  1 0  of  measles  and 
2  of  respiratory  tuberculosis. 


Immunisation 


Schemes  for  immunisation  are  administered  in  the  area  by  the  County 
Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority.  Immunisation  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis  is  carried  out  at  the  Infant 
Welfare  Centre  on  the  first  and  third  Friday  every  month  from  2  -4  p.m. 

Immunisation  is  also  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Practitioners  in  the 
area  including  immunisation  against  smallpox. 

Immunisation  with  B.C.G.  of  the  older  age  group  children  is  carried 
out  at  schools  in  the  area  by  the  medical  officers  of  the  Local  Health 
Authority . 


Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

The  scheme  for  immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  includes  all  ages 
up  to  40  years,  and  certain  priority  groups  who  are  likely  to  be  exposed 
to  special  risk  of  infection. 

During  the  year  immunisation  with  the  oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine 
Trivalent  Sabin  Type  was  introduced.
